THE VINDHYA PRADESH LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY 
(PREVENTION OF DISQUALIFICATION) ACT, 1953 

No. 28 OF 1953 

[28t/i May, 1953] 

An Act to declare certain offices of profit not to disqualify their 
holders for being chosen as, or for being, members of the 
Legislative Assembl}’^ of the State of Vindhya Pradesh. 

Be it enacted by Parliament as follows: — 

1. Short title and commencement — (1) This Act may be called the 
Yindhya Pradesh Legislative Assembly (Prevention of Disqualification) 
Act, 1953. 

(3) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 26th day of April, 
1952. 

2. DefinUion. — In this Act, “District Advisory Council’’ means any 
District Advisory Council appointed under the order of the Government of 
Vindhya Pradesh in the General Administration Department No. 47, dated 
the 26th April, 1952. 

3. Prevention of disqualification for membership of the Legislative 
Assembly of Vindhya Pradesh in certain cases. — It is hereby declared 
that the offices of members of any District Advisoi-y Council shall not 
-disqualify, and shall be deemed never to have disqualified, the holders 
thereof for being chosen as, or for being, members of the Legislative 
Assembly of the State of Vindhya Pradesh. 

4. Indemnity for and removal of disqualification of certain members. — 

Por the removal of doubts it is hereby declared that the members of the 
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Legislative Assembly of the State of Vindhya Pradesh mentioued in the- 
.Bohedule shall be deemed never to have become disqualified for being, 
members of the said Assembly by reason only of their having held ofBoett 
of ii.ieinbers of any District Advisory Council notwithstanding any law or- 
decision to tho contrary, and their seats shall be deemed never to have- 
become vacant on such account and they shall be, and are hereby, freed 
and discharged and indemnified from all penal consequences incurred by 
them by sitting or voting as members of the said Assembly while holding; 
offices of members of any District Advisory Counoii at any time beforo' 
Ithe passing of this Act.

THE TEA ACT, 1963 
No. 29 OF 1953 

[mh May, 1958J- 

An Act to provide for the control by the Union of the tea indus- 
try, iacluding the control, in pursuance of the International 
Agreement now in force, of the cultivation ot tea in, and 
of the export of tea from, India and for that purpose tO' 
establish a Tea Board and levy a customs duty on tea ex- 
ported from India, 

Bh it enacted by Parliament as follows: — 

CHAPTER I 
Prkliminaby 

1. Short title, extent and commencement. — (1) This Act may be called' 
the Tea Act, 1958. 

(F) It extends to the whole of India; 

Provided that it shall not apply to the State of Jammu and Kaebixilr 
except to the extent to which the provisions of this Act relate to the 
oontrol of the export of tea from, and the cultivation of tea in, India. 
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(3) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint. 

2. Declaration as to expediency of control by the Union. — It is hereby 
declared that it is expedient in the public interest that the Union should 
take under its control the tea industry. 

8, Definitions. — In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires, — 

(а) “Board” means the Tea Board constituted under section 4; 

(б) “broker” means a broker of tea; 

(c) “cess” means the oustoma-duty hnposed by section 25; 

(d) “CustomB-coliootor” means a Customs-col lector as defined In 
clause (o) of section .3 of the Sea Customs Act, 1878 (Vill of 1878) 
for the purposes of that Act, or of that Act as applied to th'j import 
and export of goods by air, or a Collector of Laud Customs as defined 
in clause (c) of section 2 of the Land Customs Act, 1924 (XIX of 
1924), as the case may bo ; 

(e) “dealer” means a dealer in tea; 

(f) “export” means to take out of India by laud, sea or air to 
any place outside India other than a country or territory notified in 
this behalf by the Central Government by notification in the Ofifioial 
Gazette; 

(ff) “export allotment” means the total quantity of tea whiob 
may be exported during any one financial year; 

(h) “Fund” means the Tea Fund referred to in section 27; 

(f) “manufacturer” means a manufacturer of tea; 

(j) “member” means a member of the Board ; 

(k) "owner”— 

(t) with reference to a tea estate or garden or a sub-division 
thereof the possession of which has been transferred by lease, 
mortgage or otherwise, means the transferee so long as his right 
to possession subsists; and 

(:i) with reference to a tea estate or a garden or a sub- 
division for which an agent is employed, means the agent if, and 
in so far as, ha has been duly authorised by the owner in that 
behalf; 

(l) “pres-ribed” means prescribed by rules made under this 

Act; 

(m) “standard export figinre” means such quantity as the Central 
Government may, by notification in the Official Gazette, specify 
pursuant to any international agreement in this behalf; 

(n) “tea” means the plant Camellia Sinensis (L) 0, Kuntxe as 
well os all varieties of the product known oommeroially as tea made 
from the leaves of the plant Camellia Sinensis (L) 0. Kuntze includ- 
ing green tea; 

(o) "tea seed” includes seeds, roots, stumps, cuttings, buds, and 
any living portion of the plant Camellia Sinensis (L) O. Kuntze which 
may be used to propagate that plant. 
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CHAFTEE. II 
The Tea Boaed 

4. Eatabllshment and constitution ot the Tea Boaid. — (7) With effect 

from such date as the Central Governinent may, by notification in the 

Ofiicial Gazette, specify in this behalf, there shall be established for the 

purposes of this Act a Board to be called the Tea Board, 

(2) The Board shall be a body corporate by the name aforesaid, having 
perpetual succession and a common seal, with power to acquire, hold 
and dispose of property, both movable and immovable, and to contract, 
and shall by the said name sue and bo sued, 

(3) Tile Board shall consist of a Chairman and a\ich number of other 

members not ex'coedi.n," forty as the Central Government may think 

expedient, to be appointed bv that Government by notification in the 

Ofiicial Gazette from among persons who are in its opinion capable of 
representing, — 

(«) owners of tea estates and gardens and growers of tea; 

{h) persons employed in tea estates and gardens; 

(c) rannufacturers of tea ; 

(d) dealers including both exporters and internal traders of toaj 

(e) conaumers; 

(/) I’lirliamcut ; 

(g) the Governments of the principal tea growing States; 

{h) such other persons or' class of persons, who, in the 
opinion of the Central Government, ought to be represented on the 
Board. 

(4) The number of persons to be appointed as members from each 
of the cat(;g,.irics specified in sub-section (3), the term of office of, the pro- 
cedure to 1)0 followed in the discharge, of their functions by, and the 
manner of filling vacancies among, the members of the Board shall 
be such as may be prescribed. 

(5) Any officer of the Central Government when deputed by that Gov- 
ernment in this behalf shall have the right to attend meetings of the Board 
and take part in the proceedings thereof but shall not be entitled to vote. 

5. Vacancies, etc., not to Invalidate acts and proceedings. — ^No act done 

or proceeding taken by the Board under this Act shall be questioned on 
the ground merely of the existence of any vacancy in, or defect in the 
constitution of, the Board. 

6. Salary and allowances ot Chairman,— The Chairman shoU be entitled 
to such salary and allowanoes and such conditions of service in respect of 
leave, pension, provident fund and other matters os may from time to tima 
be fixed by the Central Government. 

7. Vice-Chairman. — The Board shall elect from among its memberg 
a Vice-Chairman who shall exercise such of the powers and. discharge such 
of the duties of the Chairman as may be prescribed or as may be delegated 
to him by the C'hairman. 
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8. Executive and other OommltteeB. — (7) 'rhere shall be an Executive 
Committee of the Board constituted in the rntinner prescribed, 

(8) The Executive Committee shall exercise such of the powers and 
perform such of the duties of the Board as may be prescribed, or as the 
Board may delegate to it. 

(3) Subject to such control and restrictions ns may be prescribed the 
Board may constitute other Standing Committees or ad hue Committees 
for exercising any power or discharging any duty of the Board or for en- 
quiring into or reporting and advising on any matter which the Board may 
refer to them. 

(4) A Standing Committee shall consist exclusively of members of the 

Board. 

(5) An ad hoc Committee may include persons who are not members of 
Board, but their iiumber shall not exceed one h:-lt of its strengtn. 

9. Secretary and stafl. — (7) The Central Government shall appoint — 

(a) a Secretary to the Board who shall exercise such powers and 

E erform auch duties as mav be prcacribed or as may be delegated to 
im by the Board or the Cliairman; 

(b) all other officers of the Board drawing a salary of rupees one 
thousand or more per month. 


(3) Subject to such control and restrictions as may be prescribed, the 
Bot^ may appoint such other officers and employees as may be necessary 
for the efficient performance of its functions and pay them such salaries 
and allowances as it may determine from time to time. ' 

(3) The Chairman, Secretary and other employees of the Board shaU 
not undertake any work unconnected with their duties under this Acl| 
©xcspt with the permission of the Central Government. 

10. Functions of the Board. — (i) It shall be the duty of the Board to 
promote, by auch measures as it thinks fit, the development under the 
control of the Ceirtral Government of the tea industry. 

(J0) Without prejudice to the generality of the provisions of sub-seotion 
( 1 ), the measures referred ty therein may provide for — • 

(a) regulating the production and extent of cultivation of tea; 

(b) improving the quality of tea ; 

(c) promoting co-operative efiorts among growers and manufactur- 
erg of tea; 

(d) undertaking, assisting or encouraging soientific, technological 
and economic research and maintaining or assisting in the maintenance 
of demonstration farms and manufacturing stations ; 

(e) assisting in the control of insects and other pests and disea-ses 
affecting tea; 

(/) regulating the sale and export of tea; 

(g) training in tea tasting and fixing grade standards of tea; 

(h) increasing the consumption in India and elsewhere of tea and 
carrying on propaganda for that purpose ; 
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(i) registering and licensing of manufooturera, brokei:#, tea waste 
dealers and persons engaged in the business of blending tea ; 

O') improving the marketing of tea in India and elsewhere; 

(k) collecting statistics from growers, manufacturers, dealers and 
such other persons as may be prescribed on any matter relating to tha 
tea industry ; the pubhcation of statistics so collected or portions there* 
of or extracts therefrom ; 

(Z) securing better working conditions and the provisions and im- 
provement of amenities and incentives for workers ; 

(m) such other matters as may be prescribed. 

(3) The Board shall perform its functions under this section in accordance 
with and subject to such rules as may be made by the Central Government. 

11. Dissolution of the Board. — (1) The Central Government may, by 
notification in the Official Gazette, direct that the Board shall be dis- 
solved from such date and for such period as may be specified in the 
notification. 

(S) When the Board is dissolved under the provisions of sub-section 
(1) — 

(a) all members shall, from the date of dissolution, vacate their 
offices as such members; 

(b) all powers and duties of the Boswd shall, during the period ol 
dissolution, be exercised and performed by such person or persona as the 
Central Government may appoint in this behalf; 

( 0 ) all funds and other property vested in the Board shall, during 
the period of dissolution, vest in the Central Government; and 

(d) as soon as the period of dissolution expires, the Board shall bo 
reconstituted in accordance with the provisions of this Act. 

CHAPTER III 

CONTIiOL OVEE THE EXTENSION OF TEA OTTLTIVATION 

12. Method of control of extension of tea cultivation. — (1) No one shall 
plant tea on any land not planted with tea on the date of oommenoemenll 
of this Act unless permission has been granted to him in writing by or on 
behalf of the Board. 

(3) No tea area shall be replaced by planting tea on area not planted 
with tea unless permission has been granted in writing by or on behalf of 
the Board. 

(3) Nothing in this section shall prohibit the infiUing or supplying of 
vacancies on land planted with tea on the date of commencement of this 
Act or the replanting of tea upon — 

{t) land planted with tea on the Slat day of March, 1960, from 
which original bushes have been uprooted, or 

(ii) land planted with tea on the Slst day of March, 1948, from 
which the original bushes have been uprooted, 

13. Limitations to the extension of tea cultivation.^ — (1) Subject to the 
provisions contained in sections 16 and 16, the total area or land in respect 
of which the permission referred to in section 12 may be granted, shall 
not exceed such area as may be determined by the Board under the general 
instructions of the Central Government. 
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(2) The total area of land in any State in respect of which such permifl- 
■eioiD may be granted shall be such as may be determined by the Hoard: 

Provided that the Board may vary the total area bo determined ffflf 
any State in order to increase or diminish for another State the area in 
Teepect of which such permission may be granted by an amount correspond- 
ing to the extent to which the area in the first mentioned State has been 
'diminished or increased. 

(5) The Board shall publish the total area determined for India as well 
as the total areas deterrnined for the various States by notification in the 
Official Gazette of the Central Government as soon as may bo after the 
• commencement of this Act and shall in like manner publish any subsequenli 
-variation of such total areas. 

14. Grant of permission to plant tea. — (1) Applications for permission 
"to plant tea on any land not planted with tea on the date of commence^ 
ment of this Act shall be made to the Board and shall contain a clear 
^atarement of all special circumstances justifying the application. 

(S) The Board may require an applicant to supply such information 
as it thinks necessary to enable the Board to deal with the application. 

(3) Subject to such conditions and restrictions as may be prescribed, 
the Board may by order grant or refuse the permission applied for, or may 
in like manner grant it in part only or may call for further information 

'irom the applicant. 

(4) No order by the Board under sub-seotion (3) shall be called In 
•question by any court. 

16. Grant of permission to plant tea In special circumstances. — (1) 
Where any land which was on the 81st day of March, 1933, planted with 
•tea_ (including land planted with tea on the 81st day of March, 1981 from 
which the original bushes had been uprooted and which had not been 
-replanted with tea on the said Blst day of March, 1988), or where any land 
(planted with tea after the 81st day of March, 1988 — • 

(a) has since become wholly incapable of carrying tea through 
ciroumstances due to war, or through subsidence, flood, erosion, earth- 
quake or other irresistible superhuman cause, or 

(b) has since been compulsorily acquired under the provisions of 
the Land Acquisition Act. 1894 (I of 1894), or of any other law for 
the time being in force and no longer carries tea, or 

{c) has since been transferred to the Central or a State Govern- 
ment or to a local authority and no longer carries tea, or 

(d) has since been resumed by the lessor under the terms of any 
lease and no longer carries tea, 

-the owner of the tea estate in which such land is situated may apply to 
-the Board for permission to plant tea on land not planted with tea. 

Explanation. — Land taken for purposes connected with the prosecution 
"Of war on which tea bushes have been allowed to remain for protective 
purposes though no longer cultivated shall be deemed for the purposes of 
this section to be incapable of carrying or no longer to carry tea. 

(8) Upon such application being made and upon proof to the satisfaction 
xyt the Board that the applicant is entitled to the benefit of sub-section (1) 
the Board may by order grant permission to plant tea on land not planted 
with tea; 
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Provided that the area of land in respect of which such permission i& 
granted shall be within the same or an adjacent district and shall belong 
the same or an adjacent tea estate and shall not exceed in extent the- 
area of the land incapable of carrying tea or compulsorily acquired^ 
jliransferred or resumed, as the case may be. 

(3) All areas of land in respect of which permission to plant tea is- 
granted under this section shall be excluded when computing for the- 
purpose of section 13 the total area of land in respect of which the permis- 
sion referred to in section 12 may be granted. 

(4) If any land falling within the Explanation to sub-section (1) la 
subsequently restored to tne tea estate from which it was subtracted, the 
owner of the estate shall either uproot the tea planted thereon, or uproot 
any tea planted by him in pursuance of a permission granted under sub- 
section (2). 

10. Tea nurseries. ^ — (1) The owner of a tea estate may establish 
nurseries on hmd not previously planted with tea for the growing of plant* 
intended for infilling or supplying vacancies or for replanting land planted 
with tea within the area of the estate or for any other purpose approved 
by the Board.; | ^1 

(5) All areas of land utilised for nurseries in accordance with thi* 

flection shall be excluded when computing for the purpose of section 13 
the total area of land in respect of which the permissions referred to ii> 
flection 12 may bo granted. I 

CHAPTEE rV 

Control over the export of tea and tea seed 

17. Control of export of tea and tea seed (2) No tea shall be. exported! 

unless covered by a liconoe issued by or on behalf of the Board. 

(0) No tea seed shall be exported unless covered by a permit issued 
by or on behalf of the Central Government. 

(3) No tea or tea seed shall be taken by land, sea or air out of any 
State to any of the French or Portuguese Settlements bounded by India, 
unless covered by a permit issued by or on behalf of the Board. 

18. Tea or tea seed for export to be covered by licence or permit.— (2> 
No consignment of tea or tea seed shall be shipped or waterborne to be- 
shipped for export or shall bo exported until the owner has delivered to 
the Customs-collector a valid export licence or special export licence or a- 
valid permit issued by or on behalf of the Board or the Central Govern- 
ment, as the case may be, covering the quantity to be shipped. 

(0) No consignment of tea or tea seed shall be shipped or waterbom& 
to be shipped for carriage (or shall be taken by land or air) to any of the- 
French or Portuguese Settlements bounded by India until the owner has 
delivered to the Customs-oolleotor a permit issued by or on behalf of the- 
Board covering the quantity to be shipped. 

(3) No permit for the passage of any tea or tea seed by land into any 
of the French or Portuguese Settlements bounded by India shall be 
granted under sub-section (2) of section 5 of the Land Customs Act, 1924 
(XIX of 1924), unless the application for such permit is accompanied by 
a permit granted in this behalf by the Board covering the quardity to be 
passed. ' 

19. Export allotment. — The Central Government shall, after eou- 
flulting the Board and paying due regard to all interests concerned an3 
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to the standard export figure, declare, by notification in the Official 
Gazette, the export allotment for each financial year ; 

Provided that the Central Government may by subsequent notification 
at any time during the finanoial year alter the export allotment and there- 
upon the export allotment as so altered shall be the export allotment for 
that year. 

20. Export quotas and licences. — (1) Subject to such conditions as 
may be prescribed, any ten estate or any sub-division ol a tea-estate shall 
have the right to receive under this Act an export quota for each financial 
year. 

(3) The export quota of a tea estate, or a sub_division of a tea estate, 
that is, the total quantity of tea which may be exported by the owner of a 
tea estate or a sub-uiviBion of a tea estate during the finanoial 
year, shall be an amount determined by the Board in accordance with 
such principles as may be prescribed : 

Provided that when an export allotment is altered under the provisions 
of section 19, the export quota shall be liable to be altered accordingly. 

(3) The total of export quotas allotted to tea estates and to sub-divisions 
thereof at any time during any financial year shall not exceed the export 
allotmont for the time being for that year. 

21. Eight to export licences. — (7) The owner of a tea estate or a sub- 
division of a tea estate to which an export quota has been allotted for any 
financial year shall have the right to obtain at any time export licences 
during that year to co\3r the export of tea upto the amount of the un- 
exhausted balance of the quota, that is, upto the amount of the quota 
less the amount for which the export licences have already been issued 
against it, 

(3) The right of the owner of a tea estate or a sub-division of a tea 
estate under this .section may bo transferred subject to such conditions as 
may be prescribed, and tbe transferee of any such right may again transfer 
the whole or any part of his right to the owner of a tea estate, or a sub- 
division of a tea estate but not to any other person : 

Provided that nothing in this eub-section shall operate to restrict the 
issue of lioenoes for the export of tea expressed to be sold with export 
rights. 

(5) The owner of any tea estate or any sub-division of a tea estate 
to which an export quota has been allotted or any person to whom he has 
transferred his rights may .at any time before the Slst day of March of 
the financial year to which the quota relates apply in writing to tho Board 
for an export licence to cover the export of tea upto tho amount of the 
unexhausted balance of the quota. 

(4) Every licence shall be in duplioate in the prescribed form, shall 
bear the date of its issue and shall be valid upto the end of the financial 
year in which it is issued: 

Provided that, save as provided in section 22, the Board shall not issue 
any export licence after the end of tho financial year in which tho applica- 
tion for licence was made, 

22. Special export licences. — (2) Where tea i?) respect of which an 
export licence has been or could have been grunted under this Act has 
not been exported before the end of the financial year in which the licence 
was or could have been issued, the person to whom the licence was or 
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could have been granted may, before the 14th day of April of the follow- 
ing financial year forward an application to the Board for a special export 
licence covering the same quantity of tea, and the Board Ehall, on receipt 
of the prescribed fee, if any, issue a special export licence accordingly. 

(Ji) A person to whom a special export licence has been issued under 
•ub-section (1) may transfer the special export licence with all the rights 
conferred thereby to a person or persons nominated by him, but a licence 
■once so transferred shall not be further transferable. 

(d) A special export licence shall be in duplicate in the prescribed 
form, shall bear the date of its issue and shall be valid upto the 31st day 
■of May of the financial year in which it was issued. 

(4) The quantity of tea covered by a special export licence shall be 
aooouuted for against the export quota of the year in which the original 
licence was or could have been issued under this Act. 

(.5) Notwithstanding anything contained in the foregoing sub-seotiona 
"the Board may, with the general or special previous sanction of the Central 
Government refuse to issue a special export licence or postpone for bo 
long as the Central Government may require the issue of any special 
■export licence. 

23. Board to maintain accounts of quotas. — (I) The Board shall main- 
tain an account of every export quota sbowiiig, in addition to such other 
particulars as the Board may think fit, the licences issued against it and 
the unexhausted balance. 

(2) Any owner of a tea estate or a sub-division of a tea estate shall be 
■entitled, on payment of the requisite fee, io a copy of the account relating 
to his quota, certified in the manner laid down in the by-laws made by 
4he Board. 

24, Limitation of application of Chapter, — ^Nothing in this Chapter 
■shall apply to tea — 

(a) proved to the satisfaction of the Customs-collector to have 
been imported into India from any port outside India; or 

(b) shipped as stores on board any vessel or aircraft in such, 
quantity as the Custorns-collector considers reasonable having regard 
to the number of the crew and passengers and length of the voyaga 
On which the vessel or aircraft is about to depart; or 

(c) exported by post in packages not exceeding ten poundu 
avoirdupois in weight; or 

(d) exported with the previous sanction of the Central Govern- 
ment, within the limits prescribed in this behalf, by a Eed Crosa 
Society or by any organisation for providing amenities for troopa 
overseas; or 

(e) taken as part of the personal luggage of a passenger. 

CHAPTEB V 

Finance, accounts and audit 

25. Imposition of a duty of customs on export of tea. — (1) A duty of 

■customs shall bo levied and collected on all tea exported or taken outside 
India at such rate not exceeding two rupees per one hundred pounds as 
the Central Government may notify in the Official Gazetje. 
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(2) The cess levied under sub-section (I) shall be in addition to any 
■other duty leviable under the Indian Tarifi Act, 1934 (XXXII of 1084), 
or any other law for the time being in force and shall be ooUeoted by suoh 
-agencies and in such manner as may be proscribed. 

26. Payment ol proceeds of cess to the Board. — The proceeds of the 
■cess levied under sub-section (T) of section 25 shall first be credited to the 
Consolidated Fund of India, and the Central Government may thereafter, 
irom time to time, pay to the Hoard from and out of such proceeds such 
«um9 of money as it may think fit after deducting the expenses of eoUection. 

27. Oonstltution of Fund, — (I) There shall be formed a Fund to be 
called the Tea Fund, and there shall be credited thereto — 

(a) the proceeds of the cess made over to the Board by the Central 
Government ; 

(b) all fees levied and collected in respect of licences, permits and 
peimissions issued under this Act; and 

(c) any other fee that may be levied and collected under thie 
Act or the rules made thereunder. 

(3) The Fund shall be applied towards meeting the expenses of the 
iBoard and the cost of the measures referred to in section 10. 

28. Borrowing powers of Board.— , Subject to such rules as may be 
smado in this behalf, the Board shall have power to borrow on the security 
of the Fund or any other asset for any purposes for which the Fund may 
be applied. 

29. Accounts and audit. — (I) The Board shall cause accounts to bo 
tept of nil moneys received and expended by it, 

(3) The accounts shall be audited every year by auditors appointed in 
this behalf by the Central Government and suoh auditors shall disallow 
■every item, which in their opinion is not authorised by this Act or any rule 
made or direction issued thereunder. 

(3) The Board may, within three months from the date of communica- 
tion to it of the disallowance of any item, as aforesaid, appeal against snob 
■disallowance to the Central Government whose decision shall be final. 

CKAPTEE VI 

Control bv thb Central Government 

30. Power to control price and distribution ol tea ch: tea waate.— <2) 

The Central Government may, by order notified in the Official Gazet^ 
fix in respect of tea of any description specified therein — 

(a) the maximum price or the minimum price or the maximum 
and minimum prices which may be charged by a grower of tea, manu- 
facturer Or dealer, wholesale or retail, whether for the Indian marked 
or for export; 

(b) the maximum quantity which may in one transaction be sold 
to any person. 

(3) Any such order may for reasons to be specified therein — 

(a) fix prices for such tea diffei-ently in different localities or for 
diSereut classes of dealers, or for growers of tea or manufacturers; 

(b) instead of specifying the price or prices to be charged, direct 
that price or prices shall be computed in such manner and by reterenoo 
to such matters os may be provided by the order^ 
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(3) The Central Government may, by general or special order — . 

(а) prohibit the disposal of tea oi- tea waste except in such dr- 
cumatunoes and under such conditions aa may be speciCied in the 
order ; 

(б) direct any person growing, manufacturing or holding in stoct 
tea or tea waste to sell tlio whole or a part of such tea or tea waste- 
BO grown or manufactured during any specified period, or to soil the 
whole or a part of the tea or tea waste so held in stock, to such person 
or class of persons and in such circumstances as may be specified in 
the order; 

(o) regulate by licences, permits or otherwise the production., 
storage, transport or distribution of tea or tea waste. 

(4) Where in pursuance of any or-der made with reference to clause {b} 
of aub-section (3), any person sella the whole or a part of any quantity of 
tea or tea waste, there shall be paid to him as price therefor— 

(a) where the price can be fixed by agreement consistently with 
the order, if any,’ relating to the fixation of price issued under sub- 
eection (I), the price so agreed upon; 

(fc) where no such agreement can be reached, the price calculated, 
with reference to any such order as is referred to in clause (a) ; 

(o) where neither clause (a) nor clause (h) applies, the price calcu- 
lated at the market rate prevailing in the locality at the date of sale. 

(5) Without prejudice to tho generality of the powers conferred by 
•nb-seotions (I) and (3), any order made thereunder may provide — 

(a) for requiring persons engaged in the production, supply w 
distribution cf, or trade and commerce in, tea waste to nraintain 
and produce for inspection such books, accounts and records relating 
to their business and to furnish such information relating thereto, 
as may be specified in the order; 

(b) for such other matters, including in. particular the entering 
and search of promises, vehicles, vessels and aircraft, the seizure by 
a person authorised to make such search, of tea or tea waste in respect 
of which such person has reason to believe that a contravention of 
the order has been, is being or is about to be committed, the grant 
or issue of licences, permits or other documents and the charging of 
fees therefor. 

31. Oeneral control over acts and proceedings of the Board.— (2) All acts 
and proceedings of the Board shall be subject to the control of the Central 
Government which may cancel, suspend or modify as it thinks fit any 
action takeh by tho Board, 

(S) The Board shall carry out such directions as may be issued to it 
from time to time by the Central Government for the efficient administra- 
tion of this Act. 

(3) The records of the Board shall be open to inspection at all reasonable 
times by any officer authorised in this behalf by the Central Government. 

32. Appeal to Central Government. — Any person aggrieved by an 
order of the Board under section 14, section 13 or section 20 niay appeal 
to the Central Government within sixty days from the date thereof arid 
the Central Goverr.nient may' cancel, modify or suspend any such order. 
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CHAPTEE VII 
Miscellaneous 

33. Licensing of brokers, tea manufacturers, etc — The Central Govern- 
ment may whenever it thinks it necessary so to do, by notification in the 
Official Gazette require that no person shall on and from such date as may 
be specified in tJie notification engage himself as a broker, manufactureTj. 
or dealer in tea waste or engage himself in the business of blending tea 
o.xcept under and in accordance with the provisions of a licence issued by 
the Board in accordance with the rules made under this Act; and any 
person who on and after such date so engages himself without obtaining 
a licence issued by the Board shall be deemed to have contravened the 
provisions of this section. 

34. Power of inspection. — Any person authorised in this behalf by the 
Gentral Government or by the Board or any member so authorised by the 
■Chairman in writing or any officer of tlie Board may enter at ali reasonable 
times any tea estate or any place or premises where tea or tea waste is 
Etored, kept or exposed for sale and may require the production for his 
inspection of any book, register, record or other paper kept therein and ask 
for any information relating to the production, storage or keeping for sale 
of tea or tea waste. 

35. Power of Board to call for returns. — [1) The Board may serve by 
registered post a notice upon the owner of any tea estate or any sub- 
division of a tea estate or u'lon his manager, requiring him to furnish, 
within such period as it may specify in the notice, such returns relating to 
the production, sale and expct of tea produced on the estate or to any 
other matter as it may deem necessary. 

(?) Where the owner of any tea estate or any sub-division of a tea 
■estate or liis manager being required under sub-section [1) to furnish any 
return fails to furnish such return within the period specified in the 
notice or funiifehes a return containing any particular which is false and 
which he knows to be false or does not believe to be true, the Board may 
refuse to allot an export quota to that estate or sub-division under sec- 
tion 20, or where an export quota has already been allotted, may cancel 
tile u'.iexli-iiistcd balance of that quota and refuse to issue anv further 
e' pori licences against that quota or recognise or give effect to any transfer 
•of quota under section 21. 

(5) The Board may serve by registered post a notice upon any manufac- 
turer, broker, dealer or dealer in tea waste, requiring him to furnish, within 
such period as it may specify in the notice, such returns relating to the 
manufacture, stock, purchase, sale or export of tea or tea w'aste as it 
may deem necessary. 

36. Penalty for illicit export. — A breach of the provisions of sub-section 
(2) or sub-secticm (2) of section 18 shall be punishable as if it were an 
offence under item No. 8 of section 167 of the Sea Customs Act, 1878 
(VIII of 1878), and the provisions of section 168 and of Chapter XVH 
that Act shall apply accordingly. 

37. Penalty for making false return. — Any person who being required by 
or ujider this Act to furnish any return fails to furnish such return or fur- 
nishes a return containing any particular which is false and which he knows 
to be false or does not believe to be true shall be punishable with fins 
which may extend to one thousand rupees. 
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88. Penalty lor obstructing an officer or member ol tbe Board in th» 
Oliicbarge ol his duties and lor lallure to produce books and records. — Any 
person who— 

(a) obstnicts a member authorised by the Chairman in writing or- 
an officc3r of tiie Board or a person authorised in this behalt by the 
Central Government or by the Board in the exorcise of any power con- 
ferred, or in the discharge of any duty imposed, on him by or under 
this Act, or 

(h) having the control or custody of any account book or other 
record, fails to produce such book or record when required to do so 
by or under this Act, 

ahall be punishable with imprisonment which may extend to one year, or 
with fine which may extend to one thousand rupees, or with both. 

39. Penalty lor illicit cultivation. — Whoever knowingly plants tea or 
causes tea to be planted on any land in contravention of section 12 shall be 
punishable with fine which may extend to one thousand rupees for the 
niBt offence, and with fine which may extend to five thousand rupees tor 
•ny subsequent offence. 

40. Beruoval ol tea planted without permission. — Where any person has 
been convicted of any offence under section 139, the convicting court may 
direct that the tea in respect of which the offence was committed shall be 
removed from the land within a specified time, and in the event of the order 
not being duly complied with, may cause the tea to be removed and may 
recover the cost from the person convicted as if it were an arrear of landi 
revenue due on the tea estate on which the offence was committed. 

41. Penalty lor contravention ol order relating to control ol price and 

dlatrlbutiou. — (I) If any person contravenes any order made under sub- 
section (1) or sub-section (3) of section 30, he shall be punishable with 
imprisonment for a term which may extend to six months, or with fine 
which may extend to five thousand rupees, or with both; and the property 
in respect of which the order has been contravened or such part thereof 
as to the coiu-t may seem fit, shall be forfeited to the Central Govern- 
ment. 

Any person who attempts to contravene or abets the contravention, 
of, any order under sub-section (I) or sub-section (3) of section 30 shall, 
be deemed to have contravened that order. 

42. Other penalties. — ^Whoever contravenes or attempts to contravene 
OT abets tbe contravention of the provisions of this Act or of any rules- 
made thereunder other than the ])rovision8, puniBliment for the contra^ 
vention whereof has bean provided for in sections 30, 37, 38, 39 and 41 
ahall be punishable with imprisonment which may extend to six months, 
or with fine which may extend to five thousand rupees, or with both, and: 
in the case of a continuing contravention with an additional fine which, 
may extend to five hundred rupees for every day during which such 
contravention continues after conviction for the first such contravention. 

48. Offences by companies. — (I) If the person committing an offence- 
under this Act, or the rules thereunder is a company, every person, 
who at the time the contravention was committed was ineharge of, and: 
was responsible to, the company for the conduct of the business of the 
company, as well as the company, shall be deemed to be guilty of the 
contravention and shall be liable to be proceeded against and punished 
accordingly: 
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Provided that nothing contained in this sub-aection shall render any' 
nnoh person liable to any pniiisbmcnt, i-f ho proves that the otfence "was. 
comrnitted 'without his knowledge or that ho exercised all due diligence 
"to prevent the commission of such offence. 

(j 8) Not'withstanding anything contained in sub-section (1), where an- 
offence under this Act or tito rules thereunder has been committed by a 
company and it is provial tliat the offonco has been comrnitted with the 
consent or cmuiivance of, or is attributable to any neglect on the part of 
any director or niannger, secretary or other officer of the company such, 
director, manager, secretary or other officer shall also be deemed to be 
guilty of that offence and shall bo liable to he proceeded against and' 
punished accordingly. 

Explanation . — For the purposes of this section — 

(a) “company” means any body corporate and includes a firm 
or other association of individuals; and 

(b) “director” in relation to a firm means a partner in the firm. 

44. Jurladlctlon of courts. — No court inferior to that of a Presidoncy 
magistrate or a magistrate of the First Class shall try any ofience punish- 
able under this Act. 

45. Previous sanction of Central Government for prosecution. — No pro- 
deoution for any offence punishable under this Act shall be instituted 
except with the previous sanction of the Central Government. 

46. Protection of action taken In good faith. — No suit, prosecution or 
other legal proceeding shall lie against any person for anything which is- 
in good faith done or intended to be done under this Act or the rules made- 
thereunder. 

47. Power to delegate. — The Central Government may, by order notifi- 
ed in the Official Gazette, direct that any power exercisable by it under 
■this Act may also be exercised in such cases and subject to such condl- 
tiions, if any, as may be specified in the order by such officer or authority 
as may be specified therein, 

48. Suapenslon of operation of Act. — (I) If tho Central Government 
!b satisfied that circumstances have arisen rendering it necessary that 
certain of the restrictions imposed by this Act should cease to be imposed 
or if it considers it necessary or expedient so to do in the public interest, 
the Central Government may, by notification in tho Official Gazette, bus-' 
pend or relax to a specified extent either indefinitely or for such period 
ae may be specified in the notification the operation of all or any of the- 
provisions of this Act. 

(S) Where the operation of any provisions of this Act has under sub^ 
■eotion (1) been suspended or relaxed indefinitely, such suspension or 
relaxation may at any time wliile this Act remains in force be removed 
by the Central Government by notification in the Official Gazette. 

49. Power of Central Government to make ruleB. — (1) The Central 
Government may, subject to the condition of previous publication, moka 
rules for carrying out the purposes of this Act. 

(i9) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality of the fore^ 
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going, power, such rules may pi-ovidc for all or any of the following mattera, 
namely : — 

(a) fiho constitution of the Board, the number of persons to bo 
appointed as ineuibers from cu.ch of the cHtegories specified in sub- 
Bection (.3) of section 4, the term of ohic.e and tiie other eonditiona 
ol Rer\'iee of, 1 he procedure to bo followed hy, and the maiuier of 
filling vacancies among, the members of the Board; 

(b) the circumstances in which, and the authority by which mem- 
bers may be removed ; 

(o) the holding of a minimum number of meetings of the Board 
every year ; 

(d) the pay, allowances and other conditions of service of the 
Becretaiy and other officers appointed by the Central Oovevmnant ; 

(e) the muiiiteTinnce of records of all businoSB transacted at meet- 
ings of the Board and the eubmiasion of copies of such records to the 
Central Government; 

(/) the conditions subject to which, and the mode in which, con- 
tracts may bo made by or on behalf of the Board; 

(g) the preparation of budget estimate of the receipts and expen- 
diture of the Board and the authority by which such estimates shall 
bo sanctioned : 

(li) the powers of the Board and the Executive Committee and 
the Cliairniau, iu regard to tlie incurring of expenditure; and the re- 
appropriatiou of estimated savings in any budget head to another such 
head; 

(i) the conditions subject to which the Board may inour expen- 
diture ; 

(j) the conditions subject to which the Board may borrow; 

(k) the form and the manner in which accounts should be kept 
by the Board ; 

(l) the basis on which the export quota of a tea estate or a sub- 
division of a tea estate shall be deteriniiied; 

(ni) the couJitioiis subject to which export quota, export licenoea 
and special export iieeucos shall be trausferabio ; 

(a) the conditions subject to which porinits for the planting of 
tea on iarjd not caiTying ten shall be granted : 

(o) the collection of any information or statistics in respect of 
the tea iudusliy and the tea trade; 

(p) the fe(*.s to be levied in respect of liconecs, permits and per- 
missions issued under this Act; 

(q) the pi'ooeduro for the, grant or issue of licences, permits and 
permissions under this Act, the time within which such licences, per- 
mits or permissions shall be granted or issued including, in particular, 
the publication of notices calling for applications and the holding of 
such inquiry in regard thereto as may be necessary in the circumstances; 

(r) the form of application for licences, permits or permission* 
under this Act; 

(s) the manner in which a broker or a dealer in tea waste or a 
manufacturer shall be licensed under this Act and the levy of fees bl 
respect of such licence ; 
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(i) the matters which may be tahen into account in the granting 
or issuing of any licence, permit or permission under this Act including 
in particular the previous consultation with the Central Government 
by the Board in regard to the grant or issue of any such lioenoee, 
permits or permissions; 

(a) the conditions which may be included in any licences, permits 
or permissions; 

(u) the returns to be furnished by owners of tea estates, or sub- 
divisions thereof, manufacturers, dealers and brokers relating to the 
production, manufacture, stock, sale and export of tea and tea waste 
and the form and manner in which such returns are to be furnished ; 

{w) the fees to be charged for granting certified copies of acoounti 
of quotas ; 

{x) any other fee that may be necessary for the Board to levy 
in order to determine or redetermine the basis on which export quota 
may be fixed; 

(y) any other matter which is to be or may be prescribed. 

(d) All rules under this Act shall, as soon as they are made, be laid 
before both Houses of Parliament. 

60. Power at Board to make by-laws. — (I) The Board may make by- 
laws consistent with this Act and the rules made thereunder, to provide 
for — 1 

(a) the dates, times and places of its meetings and of the meet- 
ings of the Executive and other Committees and quorum for such 
meetings, and the procedure thereat; 

(b) the delegation of powers and duties to the Executive or any 
other Committee, or to its Chairman, Vice-Chairman, Secretary or 
any other of its officers; 

(c) the travelling allowances of members and of members of. 
Committees ; 

(d) the appointment, promotion and dismissal of its officers and 
other employees other than those appointed by the Central Govern- 
ment and the creation and abolition of their posts ; 

(e) the conditions of service of its officers and other employees 
other than those appointed by the Central Government, including 
their pay, leave, leave allowances, pensions, gratuities, oompassionate 
allowanoes and travelling allowances and the establishment and main- 
tenance of a provident fund for them; 

(/) the maintenance of its accounts; 

(ff) the persons by whom, and the manner in which payments, 
deposits and investments may be made on its behalf; 

(h) the custody of moneys required for its current expenditure 
and the investment of moneys not so required ; 

(i) the preparation of statements showing the sums allotted to 
Departments of the Central and State Governments and other 
institutions. 

(S) No by-law shall take effect until it has been confirmed by the 
Central Government and published in the Official Gazette, and the Central 
Government, in confirming a by-law may make any change therein which 
appears to be neceBsaty. 
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(3) The Central Government may, by notification in the Official 
Gazette, cancel any by-law which it has confirmed and thereupon the 
by-law shall cease to have efieot. 

61. Repeals and savings — (2) The Indian Tea Control Act, 1938 (VIII 
of 1988) and the Central Tea Board Act, 1949 (XIII of 1949) are hereby 
repealed. 

(3) All moneys and other property and all rights and interests, of 
whatever kind, owned by, vested in, used, enjoyed or possessed by, or 
held in trust by or for, the Indian Tea Licensing Committee constituted 
under the Indian Tea Control Act, 1938, and the Central Tea Board 
constituted under the Central Tea Board Act, 1949, as well as all liabilities 
legally subsisting against that Committee or that Board shall pass to the 
Board with effect from the commencement of this Act. 


(3) All officers and other employees of the Indian Tea Licensing Com- 
mittee and the Central Tea Board who hold office as such immediately 
before the commencement of this Act shall be deemed to have been 
appointed as officers or other employees of the Board with effect from the 
commencement of this Act and, notwithstanding anything contained in 
any contract of service entered into any such officer or other employee 
with the Indian Tea Licensing Committee or the Central Tea Board, shall 
be entitled to such pay and allowances and to such conditions of service 
In respect of other matters as may be determined by the Board with the 
approval of the Central Government. 

(4) Any pro(;eedings taken by the Indian Tea Licensing Committee or 
the Central Tea Board before the commencement of this Act may be 
continued by the Board after such commencement. 

(5) Until action in that behalf is otherwise taken under the correspond- 
ing provisions of this Act or the rules made thereunder, all licences, per- 
mits and permissions issued or granted, aU export quotas allotted and all 
fees fixed under the provisions of the Indian Tea Control Act, 1938, shall, 
unless inconsistent with the provisions of this Act, be deemed to have 
been issued, granted, allotted or fixed under the corresponding provisions 
of this Act and the rules made thereunder. 

(6) Any offence puniahable under the Indian Tea Control Act, 1988, 
or the Central Tea Board Act, 1949, shall be punishable and may be dealt 
with as if it were an offence punishable under the corresponding provisions 
■of this Act. 

(7) Any other thing or action done or taken before the commencement 
of this Act by the Indian Tea Licensing Committee or the Central Tea 
Board shall so long os it is not inconsistent with any of the provisions of 
this Act, be as valid and effectual as if it had been done or taken by the 
Board after the commencement of this Act. 

(S) For the removal of doubts, it is hereby declared that the provisions 
contained in sub-sections (9) to (7) inclusive shall be without prejuffioo 
to the general application of section 6 of the General Clauses Act 1897 
(X of 1897). 
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(9) If any difficulty arises in giving efiaot to any of the provisions of 
this Act, the Central Government may as ocoasion may arise, by order, 
do anything vrhioh appears to be necessary for the purpose of removing 
the difficulty.
